THE MANIFESTO GF THE RATEPAYERS’ 
: BREPRESENTAUVES. 
The following addrecg has been issued by 
r Jo-J. Francis, Q.C., and Mr R.. K. 
Leigh to the ratepayers :— : 
To the Ratepayers of Hongkong. 
Gentlemen,~-Qa the. 16th Jane last, of 
meeting hold at the City Hall, we, the un- 
dersigned, were chosen by. you to be 
your representatives. on the Sunitary 
Board. At the wocting .we both ad- 
dressed you and both of ua’ called 
Jour attention. to~ the defecta. in the 
constitution of the Board;.'to the 
Jamentablo division of sanitary duties and 
tesponsibilities between the Public Works 
Department, the Water Anthority, and the 
Board ; to the want of power ‘n the Board 
to perform efficiently even the work in- 
trasted to. it, for want of o aufticiont staf 
and fur want of effective authority and 
sontrol over tho members of that staf Wo 
pointed out that there. was na. Medicat 
Officer of Health and thst our Sanitary 
Surveyor. waa-:a subordinate officer of a 
department of the Government atid not 
under our-contro), We beth coucurred in 
the opinion that if the Sanitary Board was 
to bo held responsible for the sanitation of 
the colony its powers and-authorities would 
have to be very considerably enlarged and 
extended no a8 to embrace the management 
of the public sewers and of-the supply 
and distribution of water, and that 
it most. bs’ provided “with “efficiont™ 
sanitary atoll, including & Medical Ofticor 
of Healthy wholly undor-its orders, We 
puinted ont, tn conclusion, that unless the 
Govornment donld make up its mind to 
reorganise the Board un this broador basis, 
it would be better that the Sanitary Board 
should be abclished, and that alt power 
and suthority in sanitary matters should 
be concentrated in‘ono officer or depari- 
ment of the Government, and. wa appealed 
to you to support us in the offuris wo thea 
pledged ourselves to make to obtain for the 
Boord that oxtended jurisdiction and that 
plenary authority over its own officers 
without which we all felt it was usoless for 
the Board to attempt to o1rry on its work. 
We sddress you: to-day to report to-you 
that .we cauuol soy: longer continue mem- 
bers of the Board and that wo resign our 
seats. into your hands All efforts to 
obtain for the Board any extension of ita 
wera abd authorities in the required 
Tireotions have. been ineffectual. The 
Goverament- has shown iteslf, more than 
over, determined to retain in tha hands 
of its own officers tho entire . con~ 
trol of the sewers and main drains 
and of tha water. It néver even con- 
descends to consult tho Sanitary Board 
on any point conncoted with tho supply or 
distribution of . water, and, after years. of 
gontinued application, the Board bas. not 
yet succesded in gettiog a complete plan 
of the new. public sewers for ‘its’ infurma- 
tion: and guidsnee in the.performance of 
ita.own special duties...Any complaint-.on 
the subject of the mai inage is either 
ignored. or-‘renented. “Last year repeated 
attention was called at Board meetings 
to the blocking up of old sewers in the pros 
gress of the Reclamation Works, to the ne= 
fessity of providing temporary ou'leta for 
the sewers, old and new, and-of carrying 
them out deyond the line of the naw-sea 
wall,. but nothing has bren done, ‘although 
bittor complaints were coming daily before 
the Board asto thé insanitary nuisances 
reaulting from the neglect of the Buard’s 
warnings. foe 
The Sanitary Surveyor, in apite of ra- 
eated representations, is still a subordinate 
in the Public Works department, depend 
ing for. pay. and promotion on his offic’ 
supetior in that departmont and. on the Go- 
vernment, and to this subordinate officer 
ia entrusted: the cutire control of the water 
supply—as Water Authority—instead of 
to the Board, only: a very smal! portion of 
his time.being available for the work of tho 
Sanitary. Board... A Medical Officer of 
tealth hes recently been appointed, but he 
bar been appyinced as‘sn ‘officer of the 
under the-adthority of 
the-Board,—a! ppatently;—-with—po: 
and duties which ounstitute him an in’e= 
Bafore this 
appointment. was. made the Government 
conaulted the Sanitary Bosrd an tho eub- 
ject, all the papers were circulated to mom- 
ors, andthe matter was distusscd at's full 
meeting of the Board.

The Govern+ 
mont had its own ideas and its own plans 
and: when they were completed would let 
the Sanitary Buafd know... The Board was 
to havo tho responsibility of carrying out 
plans about which it wasnoleven consulted. 
. Shortly, after, the Sanitary, Board re- 
ceived a Jetter stating that Captain Hast- 
ings, R.N., hod been onthorised aod 
appointed to srrange for the solution of 
enspected persons niloat, andthe Pernmnent 
Committee woro'to pnt themealve« in 
eommonication with him.

On the 22nd inst., what at firet promised 
toend in o very serious riot entailing a mas. 
socre of tho officiale from the Guvernor 
downwards, and as subseqnont attack upon 
the foreign hongs at Tuatutia, took place in 
the city here. The alorm was given about 
neon, just es the twenty-five sailors, which 
the Admiral of the German: flagship Irene 
had kindly promised to send us for out pro- 
teotion were being Janded. A hurried notice 
wae received that the soldiers in the city 


theméelves wholly inconsistent with. the 
former. Recommendations . from tho 
medical comuitteo already toontioned wero 
sent to the Permanent Committee, for their 
adoption, to the effoct thut persons attacked 
by the plague were to be loft at liberty to 
leave the. colony and go anyhere thoy- 
would,’ provided it was over twenty“aillos, 
‘ng tho crow flies,’ away from ithe colony. 
Piers enst and west wero to bu sct spnrt for 
this departure, cargo boats provided pro- 
porly fitted, and matsheds pnt op-for their 
temporary accommodation, acd the only 
duty incumbent onthe sick was to report 
themasivas to the officer on duty st.tho 
pier. There was no stipulation that thoy 
wore only to go to a placo where there was & 
hospital; none og to their fitpesa to go on 
soch @ voyage in a cargo boat. Thue, 
persons actually, saffering from the plague 
wore to be allowed to go whither thoy would 
to aprend infection ap and down through 
avery village ou the coast or in the river, pro- 
vided it was only twenty miles away, while 
persous only suspected of having possitly 

ght the infeétion wera to be forcibly 
imprisoned aud quarantined in the colony. 
Of course the Sanitary Board, official and 
unofficial members alike, refased to have 
soything to do with carrying in'o operation 
these proposals. aca . 

From the ‘beginning to the end the 
Government has vot consulted te Sxnitary 
Board or ita Permanent Committeo, with 
‘ite valuable exporienoe of test year, a5 to 
how any fresh vieitation of plngua should 
bo dealt with... ¥t has‘consnlted, opparent- 
ly, every other person and every other 
body, including ind{vidual roombers of the 
Legislative Council and of the Chambor of 
Commerce.‘ All tho reconimendations of 
the Board or of the Committee, even its 
lest, that immigration from Maozo shoald 
be stopped, havo been disregarded. No 
acknowledgment even of that: recdmesonda- 
tion was received and nothing done notil it 
was reported that women from an: infected 
housa were actually ju the colony. a 

Under these circhmetancas wo feel it 
useless to remain on-tho Board. Wo sre 
doing no good nud oun render, yon no 
useful sorvicc. Wo think it better to re- 
sign, and concurrently with us tho other 
nnofficial members of the Board, nominated 
by the Government, havo also resigaed 
their soats on precisely the same grouads.
